GETS REPORTS 


|Crop Prospects Throughout Can- 


ada Are Generally of Fair 
Nature, 


The provincial department of agri- 


culture has just received a summary of} 


crop conditions all over Canada to the 
end of July, which has been compiled 
by the Dominion bureau of statistics. 

The reports indicate that conditions 
throughout the Dominion generally 
are good, Following are the reports 
for the various provinces 

Atlantic Provinces-—Prince Edward 
Island (Charlottetown) Frequent 
beneficial showers early in July great- 
hay crops; heavy crops 
rain has given all herd 
crops, except corn, a sturdy, vigorous 
growth, Smail fruits below average; 
large fruits now promising Nova 
Scotia (Amherst): July weather very 
unsettled. All vegetation made splen- 
did growth, present prospects for grain 
and root crops good. WUay only tair, 
potatoes good, bugs very bad, seed 
roots good New Brunswick (Fred- 
ericton): During first half of July 
every day was wet and precipitation 
totalled five inches. Much crop lost 
from flooding. An average crop of 
hay is partly harvested All other 
crops on dry land, except wheat and 
apples, promise a fair yield 

Quebec—Roberval (Chicoutimi and 
Saguenay) Everything favorable if 
weather continues fine; hay less than 
last year; corn good; early sown grain 
fine; potatoes will give a very good

yield. Wheat not successful Ste. 
Anne de la Pocatiere (Kamouraska): 
Weather unsettled, rather cold, with 


excessive rainfall; damage to all crops 
during last half of the month; haying 
backward; hay an average crop; poor 
prospect for graint of all kinds; pota- 
toes fair; tree fruits very light. Len- 
noxville: Hay, which is. being har- 
vested late this season on account of 
the wet weather, is giving nearly an 
The extra warm weath- 
eer the latter part of monti, followed 


with showers, has done much to bring 


along the corn and other crops. Uka 
and Two Mountains (Vaudreuil, Soul- 
anges): Crops in general abundant; 
wheat exceptionally good; oats and 
more smut and lodging 
than usual; fodder corn improving 
since heat, but will not give more than 
60 p.c. of, good stand; potatoes prom- 
ising in spite of disease noticed on 
wet soils; peas, beans, and vegetables 
full crop; apples, summer varieties, 
bear lightly, winter practically noth- 
ing. Makamik (Pontiac): Conditions 
materially improved by rain and 
warmth of the last fifteen days, hay 
especially; it promises average yield; 
wheat very fine; other cereals good 
and yield probably above average; 
garden potatoes very fine, no damage 
by frost. 

Ontario—The Ontario department of 
agriculture telegraphs as _ follows: 
“Hay about average, cut well cured; 


fall wheat small yield of good quality; | 


barley excellent yield, but some smut; 
spring wheat, oats, and buckwheat 
promising; all grains rather short in 
straw; corn now growing rapidly; 
beans and 
years; potatoes and roots promise 
good yields; field crop averages as a 
rule are larger than Jast season.” 
Ottawa (Central Experimental Farm): 


Hay a fair crop; oats a good crop; 
apring wheat good, but very little 
grown; roots promise very well; corn 


will be a poor crop, it ia very late and 
uneven and the seed was bad; pasture 
grasses fairly good 
Manitoba—-Brandon Rain in last 
week came too late to save wheat, 
which will be less than half a normal 
crop. Hay crop a failure from 
drought; oats and barley very light, 
but late crops greatly helped by recent 


rains. Morden Weather conditions 
have much improved; rainfall haa 
been quite ample during the latter 


half of July. Temperatures are low 
for the most part, especially at night; 
no frost, no hail. Wheat promises fair 
crop, not greater than 15 bushels per 
acre, Perhaps ten per cent. blown 
out in early season and re-seeded in 
some instances; oats and barley 
promise fair crop. Barley promises 
well, no rust in sight. Hay prospects 
decidedly poor. Potatoes promise big 
crop; flax not generally grown, 
Saskatchewan-—The Saskatchewan 
department of agriculture telegraphs 
ag follows: Southeastern, Regina, Wey- 


burn, and south central districts: 
Heavy rains during past week have 
greatiy improved crop outlook; in 
some places crops are reported as 
equal to last year. Southwestern dis- 
trict: rop will average from fair in 
north to total failure in south. East} 
central, northeastern and notth- 


western districts: Heavy frosts 24th 
and 25th, toa early to estimate dam- 
age, but afraid it will be very serious, 
as some wheat in blossom stage, Cen- 
tral and west central districts: Heavy 
rains have greatly improved condi- 
tions, especially north of Regina and 
Moosejaw. In western part of dis- 
trict crops are reported almost total 
failure. In all thern parts of prov- 
ince many farmers are selling etock, 
ag no feed is available. Indian Head; 
July warm, with heavy showers from 
18th to 29th; crop outlook greatly im- 
proved; from 1 to 8 degrees frost re- 
ported on 24th, corn, potatoes and 
garden crops slightly damaged in this 
district; no damage to grain yet ap- 
perent, fallow wheat promises good 
average crop, stubble wheat and early 
sown oats will be short, late sown oats 
and barley greatly improved, hoed 
crops coming along rapidly. 

British Columbla—Agassiz: Weather 
conditions during July hot and com- 
paratively dry; crop prospects some- 
what improved over June; harvesting 
of cereals just started; fall wheat 
promises good crop. Invermere; Crops 
under irrigation very good, dry farm- 
ing a failure Alfalfa, first cutting 
particularly good, second crop prom- 
ises well; clover, peas, potatoes very 
good, roots and wheat good, oats and 
barley fair Sidney: Autumn cereale 
eut will thresh an average vield 
Spring cereals short and ripening fast, 
corn and root crops below average; 
etock seeds very short; live stock at 
present in good condition

THOSE INCOME. 


TAX RETURNS 


Collector Sheds Ray of Light on 
Dark Point about Income 
‘‘At Source’’ 


A reminder is given to the public 
by the city income tax collector, s. 
Ferris, that all income tax returns 
must be sent in to the city by Septem- 
ber 1, or there are penalties that may 
follow. 

For one thing, this may include 
| compulsory appearance at the police 
court unless the returns materialize 
by that date. 

There is another point that the in- 
come tax collector wishes the public 
to understand, and that is, when a 
person pays on a certain amount of 
his income “at source,” he or she has 
to make return on the remainder. 

To explain the matter more fully. 
it means that supposing a person is 
earning a weekly or monthly salary 
from his work in one position, it may 
or may not be sufficient for taxation, 
and in any case the tax might be col- 
lected at source before the money was 
paid him, 

But the same person may be earn- 
ing other money from other work. 
or from sources apart from the other 
ostensible source, and whatever this 
money may be a return of it has to 
be made to the collector,

Commission With Dr. Robert- 
son As Head, 


That price-fixing will be necessar} 
fo end the industria! unrest that is 
sweepiig over Canada ts the opinion 


expressed by J. C. Watters, president 
of the Trades and Labor Congress of 
| Canada, in an interview last week with 
|} representative of the Lethbridge 
Herald. Mr. Watters was on his way 
| from Oltawa to Denver, where he will 
represent Canadian labor at the con- 
vention of western miners next week 
Mr. Watters declared that industrial 
peace rests on a foundation of living 
| costs, and so long as these costs keep 
mounting there is bound to be a de- 
mand for higher wages to offset them 
| “Labor cannot be blamed for taking 
this stand,” he said, “but it necessar- 
ily creates a great deal of trouble in 
the labor world, and strikes result, 
| Two years ago I advocated a scheme 
| of price-fixing for Canada and gained 
considerable ill-repute for myself be- 
cause of the stand I took at that time, 


} but IT am more convinced than ever 
|that | was right then and am still 
right. I asked the government to put 


jat the head of the department such a 
man as Dr, Roberison, a scientifia 
agriculturist, who is now doing good 
j work for the allies, and have him 
start at a fixed spoint The price of 
what the farmers raise could be set 
| to give them a good margin of profit, 
just as the price of wheat has been 
set Transportation costs could then 
be figured and set, and from this the 
price of commodities of life to the 
dealers could be set Thus we Would 
‘arrive at a standard for living costs, 
and from that point it is but a step 
to a standard of wages As it is now, 
everything is haphazard, a climbing 
spiral, with no end in sight.

Calgary Eye Opener (Unionist) :

year’’ so far as grain is concerned, 
and the fact may best be accept- 
ed frankly. The reports do sug- 
gest, however, that despite the un- 
usual condition of the season a 
considerable amount of grain will 
be threshed this fall. It is usually 
so in ‘‘off’’? years. Estimating 
damage during the growing and 
maturing: periods is at best more 
or less guesswork; and only when 
the season’ is ended can the exact 
facts be known. There have been 
seasons during the past twenty 
-ears when drought, floods, frosts, 
ail and snow-storms al! combin- 
led to reduce the grain prospect to 
the ‘‘irreducible minimum,’’ but | 
when the meteorological vaude- | 
ville had been got through with it 
was invariably found that some- 
how a surprisingly large amount 
lof grain had survived and perse- 
vered in the struggle for maturity. 
Such will undoubtedly be the 
case this year. 

There are signs of a change in 
the course of events in what used

They 
accordingly propose to land a force | 
at Vladivostok, to operate with 
the anti-Bolsheviki in Siberia.

To Save Chaulnes-Roye-Noyon 
Line Positions Stiffen Resistance 


London, Aug. 12—(By Associated Press)—7.30 p.m.— 
The Allies have captured the town of Gury, on the right 
bank of the Somme battlefront, according to news from the front 
this evening. 

This town is an important point on the Lassingny Massif, 
within two miles of Lassigny itself, which is the immediate French 
objective in this sector, possession of which would be likely to 
cause a considerable retirement by the Germans both to the east 
and the west end of this battle line.
